INDIANAPOLIS (A*) — Gov. Craig 
said today he will veto any gaso­ 
line tax increase passed by the 
1955 Legislature because “ I ran on 
a platform that I w'ould not support 
an increase in tax es.” 
The Legislative Advisory' Com­ 
mission 
recommended 
Monday 
that the state’s four-cent-a-gallon 
gas tax be increased an unspeci­ 
fied amount. The Indiana Farm 
Bureau also has recommended an 
increase. 
Craig said the state’s highway 
problem can best be solved by toll 
roads and added, ‘‘Let the persons 
who tear up these roads pay for 
, them.” 
The governor told newsmen at a 
morning news conference he be­ 
lieves the state will have enough 
highway money to qualify for ap- 
prox imetelv 70 million dollars in 
federal aid matching funds during 
the nex t two years. 
Lt. Gov. Harold W. Handley, 
head of the Legislative Advisory 
Commission, said it is the gover­ 
nor’s prerogative to veto a gasoline 
tax boost ‘ but we still think there 
should be an increase.” 
The governor said also that he 
would turn down any federal job 
offered to him, including that of 
Secretary of Army, and that the 
rumors he might take a federal 
post could be “wishful thinking.” 
Craig reasserted he will not run 
for the U S. Senate in '956. Asked 
about 1958. he said that is “too far 
away.” 
Sen Homer E. Capehart’s term 
ex pires in 1956, and that of Sen. j 
William E. Jenner in 1958 
Both 
are factional foes of the governor. 
The governor said too that pur­ 
ported Communist literature circu­ 
lated in the state during the fall 
election campaign and urging elec­ 
tion of Democrats was “unfair to 
the Democratic party” and “ a 
very low form of political obican- j 
ery .”

The President came up with a 
crisp no when asked for comment 
at his news conference on the Mc­ 
Carthy attack. 
And, in what he did say later, 
Eisenhower never did mention Mc­ 
Carthy by name. 
In this, the President was stick­ 
ing to his repeatedly stated policy 
of refusing to talk about McCarthy 
i as an individual. 
The first question put to Eisen­ 
hower, at the crowded news con­ 
ference, 
dealt 
with 
McCarthy’s 
personal attack. 
McCarthy Tuesday accused the 
President of a “ shrinking show of 
weakness” 
toward 
Communism 
and of tolerance for Reds who tor­ 
tured imprisoned Americans. 
* A reporter sumarized McCar­ 
thy ’s charges and then asked the 
comment in view of what the news- 
j 
man termed the personal nature 
of the criticism 
The reporter also asked whether 
Eisenhower saw any danger to the 
Republican party in the McCarthy 
attack. 
After a moment’s hesitation, the 
President shot back briskly that ; 
the answer with respect to the first 
part of the question—whether he 
cared to comment in view of the 
personal nature of the criticism— 
was no. 
Eisenhower then added forceful­ 
ly that he does not intend to in­ 
dulge in personal vituperation or 
quarrels.

On the 
second attempt, the stern of the 
tug smashed against the barge, 
opening its seams. 
This was about 3 p. m. Monday. 
A distress signal was sent imme­ 
diately while the crew tried to 
stem the inrushing waters. 
About four hours later Capt. 
Ashbum gave the order to abandon 
ship Two life rafts, each designed 
to hold six men, were put over 
and the crewmen began leaping 


i into the water. 
“ First Mate W. E. Buie and I 
left the pilot house at the same 
time,” Capt. Thompson related. 
“I jumped alongside one of the 
rafts and Buie shouted that he 
was going to get into the other. 
I never saw him again.”

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Plans for a new subdivision to 
Rusville, the largest in many years, 
were presented to the City Council 
at its meeting Tuesday night by 
Lawrence Clark, local lumber deal­ 
er. 
Mr. Clark showed the council a 
blueprint prepared by the FHA on 
the subdivision. It will contain 316 
large-size lots. 
The subdivision, to be known as 
the Sugar Hill addition to Rush­ 
ville, will be located on a 79-acrc 
tract formerly known as the Ab 
Denning or Posey Stock Farm. It 
is located on the west side of Spen­ 
cer Street and ex tends about a 
half-mile west and from Eleventh 
Street south to the old traction 
right of way at Seventh Street. 
Plans call for an ex tension of 
Eleventh Street to the west. Most 
streets in the subdivision will be 
curved and all will be 50 feet in 
width, according to the plan. There 
will be no alleys. 
Lot sizes in the addition will 
range from a typical lot of 65 by 
125 feet up to 130 by 125 feet. 
Mr. Clark asked that the council 
consider the installation of a sewer 
in Snencer Street to serve the ad­ 
dition and the council promised full 
co-operation. 
Plans for the subdivision will be 
filed first with the county commis­ 
sioners, Mr..Clark said, since the 
land is not at present in the city 
limits. 
A 
The lots haven’t been surveyed 
or staked yet although this is ex ­ 
pected to be done in the near fu­ 
ture. 
Mr. Clark stated that the first 
street to be constructed probably 
would ex tend in a northwesterly di­ 
rection beginning about midway 
between Ninth and Tenth Streets. 
He told the council that he wants to 
get 25 new homes built in the addi­ 
tion in 1955 and that he ex pects to 
build about ten himself, located in

REZONING, SCHOOL 
MEASURES PASSED 


Fast time, rezoning and school 
construction measures were passed 
by the City Council last night at 
one of the group’s busiest ses­ 
sions of the year. 


The council: 
1. By unanimous vote passed 
a resolution on shifting Rushville 
to Eastern Standard Time on a 
year-around basis effective nex t 
April 24. 
2. 
Passed by 3-2 vote on first 
and second readings an ordinance 
amending the zoning measure to 
permit construction of a business 
house in what formerly was a 
residential area on the east side 
of North Perkins Street between 
Second and Third Streets. 
3. Unanimously approved a res­ 
olution proposing the sale of about 
three acres of 
Memorial 
Park 
ground near where the old band­ 
stand formerly stood for the con­ 
struction of a new’ high school 
building. 
The fast time measure, putting 
the community in line with several 
of its neighbors, was proposed by 
Councilman George Cherry and 
drew favorable comment from all 
councilmen. 
“Let’s pass it and get it over 
with,” Councilman Chase Sadler 
said. Mayor William Winship, how­ 
ever, threatened- a veto on the 
measure, then stated afterwards 
that he would not, since the coun­ 
cil obviously would1 just override 
his veto. 
The rezoning measure brought a 
warm discussion pro and con prior 
to its passage by the 3-2 vote. The 
measure must now be advertised 
and will come up for final passage 
at the December 21 meeting. 
Councilman 
Cherry 
read 
the 
recommendation 
and 
proposed 
ordinance prepared by the zoning 
commission. It would rezone a 
quarter-block area from two fam­ 
ily residential to general business. 
A Standard Grocery store will be 
located in the area. 
Councilman 
Bill 
Morgan 
an­ 
nounced his opposition to the pro­ 
posed 
move 
and 
Councilman 
Lowell Browning stated* that he 
was not totally sold on it. Both 
voted against it. 
“It wouldn’t help my property a 
bit,” said Councilman Morgan, who 
lives a block from the site. He 
said that if the council was going 
to rezone the quartcr-bloek area, 
it should go ahead and rezone all 
the way to Fourth Street. 
Councilman Sadler m^ved for the 
measure’s passage and the 3 to 2 
vote followed. 
The resolution on the new high 
school site also provided the city 
schools with the use of about 
20 
acres of ground besides the sale 
of the spot on which the building 
will be located. The city and the 
school officials will agree later 
on the price of the approx imately 
three acres involved. 
Dr. Frank Green, representing 
the holding corporation, was pres­ 
ent at the meeting and announced 
that Jim 
Harley, 
an engineer, 
would commence survey work at 
once and would be finished within 
two days. 
Mayor Winship announced that it 
is becoming more urgent that the 
city act to secure a site for its 
garbage

WASHINGTON — Are you wondering 
what to do about the coffee stain on your 
best tablecloth? For 15 cents you can get a 
pamphlet from the Government Printing 
Office which will tell you how to remove 
it and many other stains from fabrics. 
This is just one of the numerous publica­ 
tions put out by the GOP to help the home 
maker. They are written by government ex­ 
perts in various agencies, which often ask 
authorities outside the government to re­ 
view them. 
“The Adolescent in Your Family,” which 
recently came from the Children’s Bureau, 
was reviewed by a panel of experts includ­ 
ing child psychologists, psychiatrists, and 
cultural anthropologists. With this book the 
Children’s Bureau completed its series on 
children up to college age. 
The books on child care have been among 
the most popular government publications. 
Carper W. Buckley, superintendent of docu­ 
ments, who is in charge of sales, told me the 
all-time best seller, “Infant Care,” is ap­ 
proaching the 10-million mark. The figure 
would be closer to 30 million if all the copies 
given out by Congressmen to their con­ 
stituents were counted.
